REPORT  OF   SCHOOL   BOARD. 

The  last  Session  of  the  Legislature  made  extensive  changes  in 
the  School  laws  mixing  things  up  somewhat,  Commencing  the 
School  3'ear  the  first  oi"  August,  thereby  separating  the  annual 
report  of  the  School  Board  from  the  financial  report  of  Selectmen 
and  other  town  officers  ;  making  it  necessary  for  your  appropriation 
of  school  money  to  cover  a  p  art  of  two  school  years. 

The  report  was  made  August  first  to  the  State  Superintendent 
as  the  law  requires.  We,  however,  by  request  of  the  Selectmen, 
report  the  full  year,  as  before  the  amendments  to  the  law. 

The  management  of  your  schools  for  the  past  year  has  been 
divided  between  the  members  of  the  Board,  instead  of  being  all 
done  by  one  member.  While  this  method  will  add  something  to 
the  expense,  we  believe  it  will  prove  satisfactory,  as  it  gives  all 
members  of  the  Board  an  equal  chance  in  the  management  and 
knowledge  of  the  school  affairs.

We  believe  we  have  been  fortunate  in  securing  competent 
teachers  in  every  instance,  and  all  have  been  willing  to  use  their 
b'-st  efforts  for  thewelfare  and  progress  of  their  pupils. 

Please  remember  our  schools  are  largely  what  you  choose  to 
make  ihera  by  giving  your  influence  in  favor  of  a  teacher,  or  by 
wilhholding  it  and  placing  your  confidence  and  support  with  the 
scholars,  without  even  becoming  acquainted  with  the  teacher  and 
her  efforts  to  make  the  school  a  success. 

We  have  schooled  65  pupils  in  town  the  past  year,  at  an  average 
cost  of  $8.45  per  capita  ;  also  6  in  adjoining  towns,  at  an  average 
of  $9.62.
